Douglas gave notice of motion st the 
last meeting that he would introduce 
an amendment to the city charter with 
respect to the meth«xl of electing the 
mayor. Ills suggestion is that Insead 
of electing a mayor and ten aldermen 
from the city at large, eleven or more 
aldermen should‘fie elected, and that 
the aldermen from that number should 
elect the mayor. 

Alderman Douglas’ reasons for the 
motion are as follows: That it would 
elevate and dignify the position of al¬ 
derman 


The election of aldermen trtemtfally, 
fnd the mayor from the body of alder¬ 
men is in the opinion of Aldermen An- 
ntrson the. only solution to the present 
ut.vMt in municipal politics. 

Although the alderman is retiring 
from the council In January he savs 
the present system of electing alder¬ 
men annually keeps them in constant 
dependence on the electors, and makes 
them more Inclined to act In order to 
i-ateh votes than to consider measures 
on their general principle. He points 
out that It takes an alderman six 
months to learn his work, and the 
other six are taken up with preparing 
a case for the next election. If one- 
third of the council retired annually 
rb« citixens would be safeguarded as 
to the right of removal, 'white the coun- 
t il would possess a continuity of policy 
w Mch It lacks at present.
